KERRY GENTLEMAN’S BEQUESTS. 
£7,000 FOR EDUCATION. 

In the Chancery Division yesterday the Master 
of the Rolls delivered judgment in the matter of 
Reid's Charity and Romilly’s Act. The matter 
came before the Court on an application by the 


of an altered scheme in relation to charitable be- 
quests left by the late James ‘Tuoill Reid, who had 
been in the Indian Civil Service, and was a native 
of the County Kerry. Mr. Reid. it appeared, died 
in the “eariy eighties, leaving considerable assets. 
He was much attached to Trinity College, Dublin, 
of which he was a graduate, and also to his native 
county. Under his will the testator left about 
£7,000 for educational purposes. He directed the 
founding of a professorship, called the Reid Pro- 
fessorship, for Penal Legislation in Trinity College, 
Dublin, and he also endowed certain Sizarships, 
which were to be open only to boys from the County 
Kerry. To the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion he left a considerable sum, to be devoted to 
the following purposes:—(a) To provide assistance 
for poor scholars in the County Kerry attending 
National schools by giving them books and cioth- 
ing, and, if necessary, boarding them out with 
tespectable families; (b) to assist boys of limited 
means from the County of Kerry who desired to 
become teachers by helping to educate them at the 
training establishments of the Commissioners of 
National Education; and (c) to enable such 
scholars who had entered the training establish- 
ments and the teachers thereof to obtain a Unt 
versity education. For this purpose he left a sum 
of money to provide scholarships to enable them 
to carry on their studies at Trinity College, Dublin. 
The Commissioners of Charitable Donations sub- 
mitted an altered scheme, and asked the Court to 
approve of it, and to substitute it for the scheme 
heretofore acted upon by them. 

The Master of the Rolls said that as regards 
clauses (a) and (b) he saw no objection to the 
scheme as put forward now by the Commiussioncrs 
of Charitable Donations and Bequests; but as re-

The men of the British 
Army who went up against the ridge in 
the dawn of yesterday had a long list of 
bitter memories to efface. They have 
made a good beginning with the work of 
retribution. 

There was in this attack no element cf 
surprise save one. For at least a forinight 
the tremendous artillery preparation had 
given the Germans plain warning of what 
was impending, and their communiqués day 
by day have borne witness to their recog- 
nition of it. Thanks to the co-operation 
of the airmen, who have at the same time 
participated with the I'leet in the per- 
sistent attacks upon the enemy s bases on 
the Belgian coast, the artillery prepara- 
tion appears to have been splendidly 
effective. Admirable counter-battery work 
has put the enemy's guns out of action, 
and enabled our troops to win the ridge at 
the cost of losses which are reported by 
the corresnondents at Headquarters to be 
“exceptionally light.” The element of sur- 
i prise in the attack was the simultaneous 
e%plosion of imines laid under such a 
length of the Gerinan front, and with such 
powerful charges, that the Prime Minister 
was able tu hear it from his honse outside 
London.

The frontage of attack, some nine 
miles in all, is not yet exactly de 
fined ; but it appears to lie between Ypres 
and Armentiéres as far north towards the 
one as the region of the famous Hill 60, 
and as far south towards the other as the 
Douve, a tributary of tho Lys. The central 
pivot of the front, geographically and 
tactically, however, was tho ridge upon 
which the village of Wytschaete stands at 
the northern end and the village of 
Messines at the southern end. All 
our objectives along the crest of the 
ridge are in our hands, together with over 
five thousand prisoners and a number of 
guns, and the enemy’s rearward defences 
un the eastern slopes have since been over- 
come. We rejoice to learn that, in secur- 
ing what Sir Douglas Haig describes as 
this “ complete success,” the Ulster Divi- 
sion and Southern Irish battalions have 
fought and won side by side—surely an 
inspiring augury for the Irish Convention. 
The immediate results of the victory 
are important. As the line formed a 
British salient around Ypres, so, due 
south of Ypres, the line formed a German 
salient of which the Messines Ridge con- 
stituted the apex. At the close of yester- 
day s fighting not only had the ridge been 
carried, but the whole of this German 
salient had been completely eliminated. 
This easing of the Ypres salient will 
greatly facilitate the development of 
the offensive. The Messines Ridge pro- 
tected the valley of the Lys in the same 
way as the Vimy Ridge protected the 
valley of the Scarpe. As with the fall of 
the latter our troops have been able to 
work down the valley of the Scarpe 
towards Douai, so with the fall of the 
former they will be able to work down 
the valley of ¢he Lys towards Menin, 
tending with every stage of advance more 
and more. to outflank Lille from the north. 
The German positions covering the indus- 
trial districts of the Tranco-Belgian 
border, with Lille as their centre and La 
Bassée as their outpost, constitute, with 
the adjustment of the front this year, a 
great blunt salient. That salient is now 
subjected to converging attack on both its 
faces—south-eastwards from Ypres towards 
Lille, north-eastwards from Arras towards 
Douai. It is desirable to keep the broad 
strategical) conception underlying Sir 
Douglas Haig’s operations in view.

President Wilson’s Portrait. 


An interesting story and a brilliant idea 
lie behind the approval by the Board of 
Governors of our National Gallery of “the 
nomination of President Wilson to sit for 
a portrait to Mr. Sargent.’ In April, 
1915, at a Red Cross sale by Messrs. 
Christie, Mr. Sargent s promise to paint a 
portrait was sold by auction: it involved, 
of course, the purchaser's right to nomi- 
nate the sitter. Sir Hugh Lane purchased 
the promise—or, rather, the future por- 
trait—for £10,000. Ten days afterwards 
he was lost in the Lusitania. By his will 
he left most of ‘‘the modern pictures of 
merit that I possess”’ to the Dublin Gal- 
lery of Modern Art, and the remainder of 
his property, with certain specified excep- 
tions, to the National Gallery of Ireland. 
In the English Court of Chancery, on 
Wednesday, Mr. Justice Younger decided 
that Mr. Sargent’s “promise to paint '” was 
the property of the National Gallery, on 
the ground that, at the time of his death, 
Sir Hugh Lane could not have been held 
to “ possess ” a picture which does not yet 
exist. Thus the National Gallery of Ire- 
land is now entitled to nominate a sitter 
fur a £10,000 picture by the greatest living 
portrait-painter. The Board of Governors 
anticipated Mr. Justice Younger’s deci- 
sion, and the whole world will agree that

VIOLENT ATTACK.

lery activity was normal. There were small 
| engagements of reconnaissance patrols on the 
i night of 6th. The enemy attacked in force our 
_ lines in the Bacher Valley (Sexten), but was 
repulsed with loss. On the Julian front the 
enemy artillery, energetically replied to by our 
batteries, concentrated as usual its fire on 
Gorizia. On the Carso yesterday, reinforced by 
numerous fresh troops withdrawn from another 
theatre of war, unusually violent attacks were 
made on positions from Hill 247 to the house on 
Hill 51, east of Jamiano. Strenuously defended 
by the infantry of the 61st Division, the engage- 
ment lasted nearly the whole day with varying 
fortune, but in the evening the enemy was com- 
pletely repulsed, and the positions remained 
firmly in our possession. 

_ Another attempted attack from Flondar, in 
the direction of Sablici, was promptly stopped 
by our fire before it had developed. During the 
various engagements we took 102 prisoners, in- 
cluding four officers. 

Two of our bombing squadrons carried out 
important raids. One squadron, following the 
vaMey of the Adige River as far as its con- 
fluence with Noce River, successfully bombed 
military works near Mezolombardo, north of 
Trent, while the other renewed the destruction 
of the sidings at St. Pietro on the Lubiana 
Railway. Ali our machines returned safely. 

Austrian Official—Wednesday.—Yesterday the 
enemy exhausted himself between the Wippach 
valley and the sea in fruitless attacks in order 
to wipe out the’ defeat he suffered during the 
last few days on Karei plateau. His assaults 
were shattered. 

Our troops, by storming a height near 
Jamiano, enlarged their success, and in fierce 
battles maintained all the ground won. 

According ‘to preliminary reports, the number 
of prisoners brought in during the last three 
days of the batile have been increased to 250 
officers, including four Staff officers, and 10,000 
men. Some lialian regiments fell into our 
hands unwounded, with nearly the whole of 
their effectives. 

For instance, Regiment No. 86, with 2,686 
men; Regiment No. 69, with 1,952 men, and 
Regiment No 71, with 1,831 men, fell into our 
hands, with the result that the. brigades of 
Verona, Syracuse, Phigli, and Ancona, in whose 
ranks these uniis fought, have been annihilated. 
In the tunnel near Giovanni a large field hospi- 
tal was captured. ‘The batilefield was covered 
with Italian corpses. 

On the moonlit night of June 5 Italian airmen 
visited towns and places far behind our front. 
In the Austrian interior they came as far as 
Laibach, in the Tyrol, as far as the region of 
Borzen, besides visiting places in the coastal 
district and in Corinthia. Some inhabitants 
were killed, but no damage was done.

Reuter’s Agency has received the following 
from an Italian official source :- 

The official Austrian communiqué of June 4 
declares that the Italian Army in the battle 
which raged in the second part of May suffered 
a total loss of 180,000. 

The complete losses of the Italian Army are 
very far from reaching this fantastic total men- 
tioned hy the Austrians, and in these losses are 
included some 10,000 slightly wounded men, who, 
after a few days, have been able to return to 
the front. 

The enemy is trying to diminish his losses by 
atiributing greater losses to the Italians. The 
fact is that the enemy's losses, from very care- 
fully verified data, are infinitely superiar to 
those of the Italian Army.

GERMAN TREATMENT 
BRITISH PRISONERS. 


OF 


SUBSTANTIAL IMPROVEMENT 
REPORTED. : 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. HOPE, replying to Mr. Edward Harvey, 
said that an arrangement had been arrived at 
with the German Government for the with- 
drawal of British prisoners of war thirty kilo- 
metres behind the firing lines, both on the 
eastern and western fronts. Two thousand 
British prisoners of war had already been with- 
drawn. We had asked the Netherlands Minister 
to report as soon as possible when he had 


ascertained that the withdrawal of all prisoners 
concerned was completed. The Ge@nan Govern- 
ment also stated that our prisoners of war were 
receiving better treatment, and an endeavour 
was being made to verify this assurance. In- 
formation had been received from one of our 
prisoners to the effect that food parcels bevan 
to be delivered from about April 23, and that 
the condition of our prisoners generally was 
considerably improved. 


KRONSTADT INCIDENT 
SETTLED. 


(REUTER’S TELEGRAM.) 
PETROGRAD, Tuoxspay. 

The following official statement is issued here 
regarding the Kronstadt settlement:—During 
a meeting of the Provisional Government yes- 
terday, it was announced that the Kronstadt 
incident had been setiled. The Ministers MM. 
JTseretelli and Skobeleff stated that they met with 
a good reception when visiting the town. They 
conducted negotiations with the local Executive 
Committee, and categorically demanded a pre- 
cise and delinite declaration as to whether 
Kronstadt was prepared to submit to the Pro- 
visional Government in ite subsequent dealings. 
The negotiations resylted in a resolution being 
adopted, acknowledging that 
sent Provisional. Government 
wib full governmental powers 
whole of revolutionary Russia, This re- 
cognition does not imply the abandon- 
ment of a desire for the organisation of a new 
Oentral Governing Body of the Council of 
Workmen's” and Soldiers’ Delegates. Until 
then, the laws promulgated by the Government 
will apply to Kronstadt, as to all other parts of 


Russia.

SPLENDID ATTACK. 


GIGANTIC MINE EXPLOSION. 
——€— 
INFANTRY ADVANCE AT 
DAWN. 


The Press Association’s Special Corre- 
spondent telegraphed from British Head- 
quarters yesterday :— 

Abéut an hour before daybreak this 
morning there developed another great 
operation. ; 

Atthe pre-arranged moment the biggest 
thing ever attempted in mining operations 
rent the sky with a terrible glare and an 
ear-splitting crash as a long series of 
mines, some of which were dug over a year 
ago, were blown along the enemys posi 
tions. The aggregate total of the charges 
touched off in these earth shattering erup- 
tions was well over a million pounds o 
high explosives.

The villages of Messines and Wytschaete 
have totally vanished. From the north 
of Hill 60 to the south of Ploegsteert the 
enemy's terrain looks like the face of the 
long valley at Aldershot after an August 
field day 

People who saw the Vimy Ridge after 
the Canadians had taken it said that the 
worst of the Somme battlefields could not 
compare with the much-pocked surface of 
that famous hump.” Those who see the 


Messines Ridge will draw a similer com- 
parison between it and Vimy. 


EFFECTS OF THE EXPLOSION.

“ FLARE UP” IN FLANDERS.

; RECENT AIR RAIDS. 

Captain BURGOYNE asked what were the 
reasons for forbidding publication of the names 
of the towns recently attacked by hostile air-

Mr. MACPHERSON—For various reasons, the 
name of the town was withheld until the pub- 
lication of the enemy’s communiqué showed that 
thore was no longer any necessity for secrecy. 

Mr. MACPHERSON refused to give Captain 
Burgoyne information regarding the watching 
of the Kent coast against air raids. It would 
not, he said, be in the public interest to discuss 
the system of warning. It must not be 
assumed that Dover and Folkestone were the 
actual objectives of the German raid. 

Mr. fACPHERSON has informed Mr. 
Bennett Goldney, by way of written answers 
to — that during the recent air raid 
on Folkestone and its neighbourhood British 
aeroplanes and seaplanes capable of rising to 
a similar altitude to that at which the German 
machines were flying were (and etill are) held 
in readiness for ascent and fighting within the 
area, and orders were eent through to flying 
stations within the area that such machines 
should take the air in readiness for defence 
or attack before the appearance of the enemy. 
There was no foundation for the allegation that 
some fifteen minutes after the German 
machines had left our shores an order from 
London or elsewhere, that certain of our own 
machines should take the air, waa sent to any 
of the flying centres within the area. Machines 
| suitable for actual defence were known to bé 
in readiness in the Folkestone area, and it was 
not true that it was only after such an order 
had been received that any of our own 
machines went up in pursuit. It was not in 
the public. interest to say how many British 
machines capable of climbing swiftly to an 
altitude of 14,000 or 15,000 feet, and there 
meeting the German machines on terme of 
equality, actually went up in pursuit while 
the enemy were near enough to be caught up 
before reaching the protection of their own

RECRUITING 4N THE UNITED STATES.
